ing posts was at Pecatordca, now Rook- 
ton, III., and Stephen I). Mark was the 
agent. 
Mr. Mack’s store was located 
in what is now called Macktown. Here 
he lived with his squaw wife and child­ 
ren and supplied the Indians with 
blanket», trinkets and whatever else 
they required, ir: exchange for which 
he took their furs and sent them to 
New' York. 
What a wonderful transformation 
durmg the 9,‘{ years since the Potta- 
wattomio Indians exchanged their res­ 
ervation, where the metropoli» of the 
west now stand», for other territory! 
The Indian« are gone forever. 
The 
wild deer, grouse, quaii, pigeons and 
fur-bearing animals are nearly extinct. 
The virgin «oil upon which grass grew' 
to a height of from 3 to 9 feet is already 
becoming exhausted and where 
tho 
Indian squaw erected her wigwam and 
prepared the frugal meal for her liege- 
lord and pappoose« may now be found 
large cities and beautiful palaces. 
The remains of the Irdian trader, 
Mack 
repose in the we«t-town ceme­ 
tery, and the identity of his children 
has been lost among the Indian», to 
whom they returned. 
It is well to 
look back to those central characters 
in the early days. 
We thus are en­ 
abled to mark our progress.

Growers Jou rn al, has received reports 
from a number of his correspondents in 
the fruit growing sections iff the State. 
These indicate that the recent »-old 
snap has not d( no any injury to the 
trees. 
Dr. Dubois says: 


" A t this season of the year fruit can 


stand a tem perature of ten degrees be­ 
low zero without damage. 
This is not 


the time to be uneasy. 
It is in M arch, 


after the fruit buds begin to swell, that 
a cold wave is dangerous. 
Then it is 


not neeessaary to affect the tree at all, 
but the tender buds receive the brunt. 
J t is true that alternate 
freezing and 


thawing w ill damage strawberries, for 
the roots w ill be lifted out of the 
ground. 
In fact, such weather is in ­ 
finitely more dangerous than such cold 
waves as we have just experienced. 
‘I receive 
reports from all over 


Southern Illinois, 
and these reports 


are written by practical fruit growers, 
and 1 guarantee there w iil be a 
full 


crop of fruit next season without it is 
damaged hereafter.”

Orrn of the most apt lilustm uonsever 
made by Lord K« Ivin was ms likening 
the lurniniferons ether to t «mss of 
shoemaker./ wax. 
W hat Lera K elvin 
said of shoemakers' wax ?ra» 
tested 
by any boy in a mariner that w ill as­ 
tonish his playmates. 
First let it he 
said that the ether penetrates all space 
It is as rigid as steel and yet so flexible 
that it does not retard the passage of 
planets through space in the least 
It is 
an invisible substance which travels in 
waves through all things. Now, to illu s­ 
trate the nature of such a paradoxical 
material, Lord K elvin searched every­ 
where, and at last concluded that sboe- 
makers* wax represented it best. 
He 
made tests, and this is what he found: 
He melted some wax in a common 
glass tumbler 
After if had hardened he 
tried to thrust a lead pencil through it 
It would not- go 
Then he placed a coin 
on the surface of the wax and left it (nr 
several flays 
When he again visited it. 
the com had sunk to the bottom of the 
glass. 
The wax had closed over it, and 
by lifting up the glass and 
locking 
through tho bottom he could see the 
coin lying there 
Flad the wax been as 
deep as a w t 11 tho cum would have gene 
on sinking until it reached the bottom. 
This proved that the wax would con­ 
form only to very slow movements, 
if 
ho had tried to push it too fust, it 
would have resisted him 
An nh a struck the scientist. 
If the 
wax acted like this toward the coin, 
how would it treat an object winch 
floated? 
He accordingly placed a cork 
in a tumbler and poured hot shoemak­ 
ers’ wax upon it 
The wax hardened 
w ith the cork at the bottom 
Yet when Lord Kelvin looked at the 
bottom of the glass in a day or two he 
found the cork had disappeared 
It was 
somewhere in tho mass of wax, and 
probably rising very slowly, but surely, 
toward the top. 
Sure enough, after a 
given period of time the cork peeped 
above the surface of tho hard wax and 
finally it rose to a point where it re 
mained half imbedded in the wax, just 
as it would have done in a glass of w a­ 
ter 
It rose no higher than this, how­ 
ever, and a corkscrew probably would 
not have pulled it from tho wax 
Yet 
its own buoyancy had raised it up from 
the bottom, through what seemed an 
impenetrable mass of wax. 
ThiH, in fact, is the peculiarity ot 
shoemakers’ wax— it 
resists all sud­ 
den fir quick movements, but is highly 
susceptible to very slow anti prolonged 
pressure. 
If you pressed a flatiron hard 
down on 11 lump of wax on a table, it 


h probable you would make no impres­ 
sion on it, hut if you left that iron rent­ 
ing on the wax tor a day or two you 
would find tbc* lump flattened out under 
tho iron 
80 curious is this property of 
the wax that tuning forks have been 
cast from pieces of it 
These forks were 
capable of vibration, giving a musical 
note and being set going by vibration 
from another tuning fork 
Yet when 
one of them was laid across the open 
mouth of a jar it slowly collapsed and 
fell into tho jar in a shapeless, sticky 
mass. 
Any boy may perform these ex­ 
periments and the lesson m physics to 
be got therefrom is no less valuable 
than the amusement which the per­ 
formance a fiords.
